Sir Hedworth Meux, Known 


in Naval and Racing Cir- 
cles, Succumbs

W>—Death here yesterday of Admir- 
al Sir Hedworth Meux, admiral of 
the fleet, removed a famous figure 
from English life. He had a brilliant 
career in the navy, including ex- 
ploits in the Boer war. while in later 
years he was a wellknown flguro 
of the British racing world. 


His most spectacular achievement 


was rushing the guns of the cruiser 
Powerful into Ladysmltb. South Af- 
rica, to defend the town during the 
Boer war. 
The naval bridge -which 


he commanded arrived just before 
Ladysmith was occupied and the 
guns proved to be the only ones 
equal In range to the Boer besiegers. 
He was credited with saving tho 
town. 


His family name was Lambton, 


but he assumed the surname Meux 
on the death in 1911 of Lady Meux. 
widow of a famous brewer who left 
him a large fortune. 


He "»inherited 
from Lady Meux 


among other things a beautiful es- 
tate at Theobalds park in Essex. 
The main entrance gate consists of 
Old Temple bar. one of the mediae- 
val gates o£; London which ctood 
in ,Fleet-st until 50 years ago. the 
city of London showed no interest 
in the relic and dumped it in a stone 
yard. 


The Meux family rescued it and 


erected it in its present ^ position at 
a cost to themselves of $75,000. Re- 
cently a London Archaelogoical so- 
ciety started an agitation for a rp« 
turn of Temple bar to the city, but 
the admiral would not give it up.

condition, according .to Fred Bach- 
man, city treasurer. 
Accumulated 


money in the police fund amounts to 
$6,982.72. of which $5.214.65 is 
In 


bonds and $1.768.07 on deposit in the 
bank and the fireman fund has $29.- 
655.97. of which 
$26,032.67 is 
in 


bonds and the remainder. $3.623.30 
is on cash balance. 


Out of this amount the police are 


paying pensions amounting to $55.83 
a month and the firemen- $296.74 a 
month. 


Both funds aro built up through 


practically the same process, pre- 
scribed by state law. Money going 
into the fund consists of 1 per cent 
of the salary of each member of the 
department; fines imposed on mem- 
bers for 
violation of 
department 


rules: deductions from salaries for 
timo lost on account o£ sickness; re- 
wards in money, fees or gifts; re- 
ceipts from sales oC unclaimed prop- 
erty: and earning.-, upon the deposit 
o' the pension fund. One per cent of 
receipts from licenses and municipal 
court fees go into the .police pension 
fund and two per cent of fire insur- 
anco premiums go into the fireman 
fund. 


One per cent of the police salaries 


amounts to about $25.65 a month and 
tho same per cent of the firemen 
earnings is about $40 a month. In- 
terest on police bonds ,puts $220 a 
year into the pension fund, plus 
about $1.75 a month interest on daily 
balance! Fireman 
pension bonds 


yield about $1,040 a year and interest 
on daily baalnce amounts to about 
$3 a month. Two per cent of fire in- 
surance premiums last year put $3,- 
882.94 Into the firepan's fund. 


Fines, deductions for time lost, or 


receipts from the sale of unclaimed 
property have brought nothing into 
either fund in recent years. 


A board of trustees, made up of 


the mayor, city treasurer, two fire- 
men or two policemen and the fire 
chief or the police chief, manages 
each fund. According to state law 
when the amount collected in either

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MR. BOLLES'TALK 


What an efficient government can 


accomplish for a city in the way of 
bringing about improvements at small 
cost to the taxpayers was well illustrat- 
ed by the few experiences of the city 
of Janesville related by-Stephen Bolles 
here last Wednesday-night. Mr. Bolles, 
as editor of the Janesville Gazette,-has 
had an unustiahbpporjunity of watch- 
ing the cityrmanager.'in action and his 
long experience*. wiUtro'ther forms 'of 
government made him competent, to 
judge whether city business was 
handled in a more "efficient manner in 
Janesville ihan, in; cities* operating un- 
der other forms of government. 
^ 


Mr. Bolles pointed out 
specifically 


that in the seven years of city man- 
ager government Janesville has- built 
as many miles of pavement as it did in 
all the previous 80 years of ,its history. 
Under a city manager new bridges • 
were constructed, parks purchased, a 
'golf course was built, the bond issue; 
was materially reduced and the tax rate 
was reduced $5 on each thousand of 
dollars of assessed valuation. What's 
more Janesville finished its last fiscal 
year with a surplus of about $33,000 
and expects to finish M this year with 
about $76,000 to its credit in the bank'. 


The experience of Janesville is quite 


typical of city manager governed cities 
and by the same token the experience 
of- most aldermanic- governed -cifi.es 
is similar to that of Appleton. 
'• 


The problem here is to meet current 


expenses and reduce current indebted- 


• ness without increasing the tax levy. 


Instead of finishing the year with a 
surplus. Appleton will end the year 
owing the banks in the neighborhood 
of $215,000, a huge mortgage on next 
year's receipts. 


While these comparisons were not 


made by Mr. Bolles in his talk they 
were in the minds of all who heard him. 
There could be no mistaking the im- 
pression all over the. room that if 
Janesville and other cities could make 
such impressive records in administra- 
tion of city government, Appleton no- 
longer can afford to continue with its 
present antiquated government. Mr. 
Bolles struck a note that appeared to 
be popular with his audience and it is 
to be hoped that his address will re- 
sult in something more tangible than 
mere discussion. 


IRRESISTIBLE MOVEMENT

Rule Bill. 


The riots were occasioned by anti-home rule 


demonstrations in Ulster, where opposition to 
such a plan was at white heat. 


A measure called the Government of Ireland 


bill had been introduced, providing for ah Irish 
parliament consisting of a senate and house of 
commons, empowered to make laws for Ireland, 
but certain classes of: legislation were removed 
'rom its jurisdiction.- • 


Legislation over which parliament had no con- 


rol included powers regarding peace, war, treat- 
es, army, navy, trade, navigation, coast defense, 
coinage, stamps, weights, copyrights, 'religion and 
Freemasonary. 


The bill • was Accepted by all Nationalist Ire- 


and in good faith as a fair measure of self-gov- 
ernment, but the Ulstermen were vigorously op- 
posed to the plan.. 


Sir Edward Carson, the Unionist leader, had 
narrow escape from injury during rioting at 


Londonderry, when a large stone was dropped 
'rom the city wall Into his open carriage, miss- 
ng him by a few Inches. Nationalists stoned 
orch bearers and bandsmen during an anti- 
homo rule demonstration in Ulster. * 


After much debato arid further rioting, the 


bill was passed and became a law in 1914, but 
ts operation was suspended at the beginning of 
£hc World War.

thing as a "cold" and that they 
should use the inane word "cri" 
(if it is a wox'd) to define their af- 
fliction? asks a correspondent, who 
then clarifies the problem thus: 


"But jdoctor,,.there positively Is 


such a condition.las a.'cold,fn. the 
head,' whatever may be the cause of 
It; the nose and the mucous mem- 
brances actually become cold, and 
warm applications fgive immediate 
relief. Therefore there is no better 
word in our language to define that 
affliction than the word 'cold.' So 
why cavil about words? A rose by 
any other name would smell as 
sweet 
" - 


The critic comes as near as any of 


them dare ^approach to a definition 
of a "cold." Still, it remains for a 
fair number of others who believe 
there is such- a thing as a "cold" to 
second hia ^notion or accept his de- 
finition. I fear he would never get a 
quorum. Indeed, this is a rather no- 
vel comception of a "cold," "I should 
say. 


There would be little point in cavil- 


ling at the popular term if there 
were any w:de agreement In a defin- 
ition of the ailment it stands for. But 
there's the rub, for you can't get any 
health authority who talks about 
colds or even "the common cold" 
to define the entity. He prefers to 
leave it vague, so that ho may go on 
talking about it. 


Odd, I think, that the medical or 


health authorities who still insist 
there is some morbid condition caus- 
ed by cold (aside from frostbite) not 
only refuse to commit themselves In 
any sort of definition of the condi- 
tion but bestir themselves to procure 
the endowment of expeditions or 
to get berths with such expeditions, 
to discover the nature and cause of 
"the common cold." Such intensive 
nation wide campaigns or researches 
arc launched from time to time amid 
great and expensive publicity; then 
a vast and Interminable silence fol- 
lows. Can it bo that the Intrepid ex- 
plorers who carry on these projects 
lack the moral courage to admit that 
they have been unable to find such 
an animal? 


Most patients who complain of 


"colds" find the nose and the. muc- 
ous membranccs rather warm dur- 
ing the illness or indisposition. They 
'can -always -recall some draft, chil- 
ling, inclement weather 
or 
other 


recent exposure: "that's human nat- 
ure; but they seldom complain about 
tho proboscis"or contents feeling cold. 
It is the other way. 


Whe^Ror there is such a thing as 


"roso cold" (pollinosis due to rose 
pollen) I'am not sure, but the term 
is fuirly familiar as applied to hay 
fever developing in June. Assuming 
this were a common cause of pollin- 
osis, would it be sarcastic cavilling 
to call the rose hay fever flower? 


I have proposed tho term cri (pro- 


nounced krce) for any acute respir- 
atory infection in the stage of onset 
before-the nature of the illness can 
bo definitely diagnosed. I contend It 
is an honest word, whereas "cold" to 
cover such contingency is a treach- 
erous dodge, no matter whether you 
really bollcvo, your trouble is due to 
cold .or not. Of course you 
don't 


Tknow in the beginning just what ails 
you. 
H is a mean trick to pretend 


you have only a "cold" and so to 
spread \\htttevcr you've got among 
any and all persons who arc so un- 
lucky us to come within your range.

race. He came to Washington with 
only a 15 vote majority. But he 
has been there ever since, except 
1920, when the Harding landslide in 
Tennessee swept him out. He was 
returned at the following election, 
however. 


His economic mind soon gained 


him recognition in congress. He had 
not been there long before he had 
won a place on the powerful ways 
and means committee. Under some 
of tho more important legislation he 
has initiated comes the federal in- 
come tax law, the inheritance tax 
law and laws stabilizing the value of 
the liberty bond. 


He is one of the outstanding demo- 


crats of the country, and from 1921- 
'24 served as chairman of his party's 
national committee.

If you read any of the tales 
over a second time, they -will seem 
to you more thjm illuminating, and 
if you are mer%ly reading for amuse- 
ment and pleasure, you will be re- 
warded with both. 
Most of us of 


course, have an inquiring mind, and 
•we doubt If anyone who starts the 
book will leave it without appreciat- 
ing the history of crime. 


We recommend that you secur.e 


a copy of The Ominibus of Crime as 
a permanent possession. It is not a 
book to be skimmed quickly, nor is 
it every heavy and dull "reading.

NEW PLANT DISEASES 


APPEAR IN BAY STATE 


Waltham, Mass —UP)— Two plant 


diseases new to Massachusetts flori- 
culturists .are affecting gardens in 
this state. 


One is infectious chlorosis, a sap 


disease that cuts down production of 
rose 
bushes 
tremendously 
and 


spreads so vigorously-that it Is un- 
controllable. The other is sweet pea- 
leaf mould, a blight that may af- 
fect seriously both the quality and 
Quantity of blossoms. 


The only safe means of fighting in- 


fectious chlorosis, it is announced, 
Is weeding out and destroying infect- 
ed plants. Sweet pea leaf mould is 
more easily controlled, since it may 
be checked by doses of copper-lime 
dust, about.six pounds to a 200 by 
400-foot greenhouse.

Market Hits Lowest Point 


Since July 12; Little Bullish 
Support

Argentine dispatches today told of 
additional scattered rainfalls in most 
parts of Argentina, helpful in afford- 
ing relief from drought by crop de- 
terioration and by improving growth. 


Possibility of an embargo against

Reports were at hand that 


elevator buyers northwest are prac- 
tically out of the market, and that 
flour mills are making their own 
prices on protein wheat.

turers and general machinery mak- 
ers shows no lessening.

AUTOMOBILES 


Favorable influences affecting the

(2) 
Tho continued rate of employment 
and purchasing power of the public, 
and (3) the engineering and design- 
ng improvements which will be of- 
ered on new models. 


Uqfavorable factors are a sharp 


decline In output In sales during ic- 
eent months and prospects of further 
recession. 
This is. no doubt partly 


seasonal decline, but it becomes 


evident that the exceptional rate of 
activity in the first half year will 
e materially reduced In the last half. 
Competition has forced some price 
jutting and profit margins are not 
so good as previously. 


Summarizing these factors, It ap-

.OIL 


Probably the most favorable fac- 


;or for t!he immediate' future of the 
oil industry Is the operation of the 
California Natural Gas Law which 
has just gone into effect.

,he next month or two the full force 
of this law should become apparent 
and should result in the curtailment 
n production of crude oil in Call- 
'ornia of at least 240,000 barrels a 
day. Fairly good prospects of cur- 
tailment In the Oklahoma City field 
and Texas also exist. The steady rise 
n demand for gasoline, both in thfs 
country and abroad. Is of course a 
'avorablc factor. 
From the long- 


pull standpoint, moreover, the out- 
cok is for steadily expanding con- 
sumption and a gradually dwindling 
sunply of petroleum. 


Unfavorable factors to date have 


>een the overproduction In Califor- 
nia, the gasoline price-wars, both on 
;he Pacific Coast and on the At- 
antic Seaboard, and the failure of 
oil producers to gain full coopera- 
tion necessary to effective curtail- 
ment of output. 


The balance of factors, however, 


3 distinctly in favor of future pro- 
;rcss. While the immediate future 
may be somewhat uncertain 
the 


ong-pull outlook is distinctly en- 
couraging. 


ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT 


Continued expansion of the powfer 


and light companies is tho most fa- 


vorable factor for the electric equip- 
ment industry. Plans for the elec- 
trification of railroads are likewise 
progressing although the advent of 
the oil-electric-locomotive may mod- 
ify this development. 1929 sales of 
electrical devices and 
apparatus 


should establish a new record. Ex- 
pansion of telephone, telegraph, and 
cable systems furnishes a steadily 
growing market for wires and In- 
struments. There are now 19,000.000 
liomeu wired for electricity offering 
a potential market for a largo addl 
tional number of vacuum cleaners, 
washing machines, electric toasters, 
wafflo irons, etc. 


Among the unfavorable factors are 


the higher cost of copper and other 
raw materials, which tend to limit 
the spread between costs and selling 
price, and tho severe competition 
that evists in the industry. 


Summarizing tho prospects. It ap- 


pears that the favorable Influences 
in this industry more than outweigh 
the 
unfavorable. 
The 
electrical 


equipment and public utility business 
should do well. 


BUILDING 


Tho principal sustaining factors 


for the building industry are the 
large amounts of industrial construc- 
tion and public utility developments. 
These two types have gone ahead 
despite high money rates, being fi- 
nanced largely by stock issues or out 
of surplus earnings. On the other 
hand, residential construction has 
fallen off, chiefly because of high 
money rates and to some extent be- 
because of previous over-building. 
While the total aggregate construc- 
tion for the final 
half year may 


compare favorably with that of last 
year, the dampening influence of 
tight money is being reflected in the 
monthly totals. Speculative building 
is the kind which is suffering most. 


MACHINERY 


Continuance of high rate of indus-

orders on hand are still heavy. 


One important 
factor Is the In- 


creasing export trade In American 
machinery, which Is now at 
the 


highest level In history and promises 
future growth with the economic re- 
covery of Europe. 


Unfavorable conditions are 
the 


high costs of raw materials for ma- 
chinery 
manufacture, scarcity ' ol 


skilled labor, and high labor costs. 
Any let-down in general Industrial 
activity, moreover, would tend to be 
reflected in the demand for new ma- 
chinery. Nevertheless, general con- 
ditions in this industry are now 
good. The export feature Is especial- 
ly important for future growth. 


FARM IMPLEMENTS 


For a while this spring and sum- 


mer it looked as though the farm 
implement Industry was In for hard 
times. A decline in wheat and other 
grain sharply restricted buying of 
new equipment. A quick reversal 
in the trend of wheat, and a sharp 
recovery In farm purchasing power 
have altered the outlook. It now 
appears that the agricultural section 
will have as much money to spend as 
last year. Increasing use of labor- 
saving' devices on the farms should 
stimulate sales of combines, trac- 
tors, etc. 


TEXTILES 


Failure of the textile industry to 


thoroughly weed out the less fortu- 
nate plants has been one of the most 
unfavorable Influences. Some pro- 
gress has been made in this direc- 
tion, ,but over-capacity is still a 
heavy burden. Unsatisfactory profit 
margins continue. Foreign buying Is 
not up to expectations. Although the 
immediate outlook is far from bright 
there are Indications that the indus- 
try will gradually work out Its own 
salvation. Sooner or later the pro- 
cess of readjustment and reorganiza- 
tion will have been, completed, and 
then with the capacity more in keep- 
ing with market requirements this 
great industry will have a chance 
to once moro assume Its rightful 
place in our Industrial life.

STEEL MILLS BUSY 


Steel mills are running at better 


than 90 per cent compared with plant 
productivity five or even three years 
ago.

The raw material and part and ac- 


cessory purchases suffice to show 
where 
the 
automobile 
industiy 


stands. The acessory and part mak- 
ers have expended their plants and 
still find work for every available 
machine. The electrical equipment 
field is exceedingly prosperous ter- 
ritory. This is shown by sales ot 
domestic equipment as well as cen- 
tral station machinery. 


Copper is in keen demand. This 


applies also to many of the other 
non-ferrous metals, including nlckeJ, 
aluminum, tin and lead. Shipments 
of iron ore down the lakes which 
will be used for winter furnace re- 
quirements have been of record pro- 
portions. 


The amount of money, which will 


accrue to producers of farm product!

Hard coal is 
suffering from loss of markets and 
some cuts in prices of the less popu- 
lar sizes have been recorded. 


Radio sales show no signs of even

equally apparent in the middel west, 
the Intel-mountain states and on the 
Pacific coast. Employment Is high 
and the level of wages has shown 
no diminution.
